TWO GRENADIERS 


By ROBERT SCHUMANN 


: (1810-1856) Zwickau, Saxony 
Robert {Schumann 'was the son, of 


a bookseller .'in the-.little, town . of 
Zwickan.l '•-Saxony. His 
parent? 


planned that Robert should become 
a lawyer but he was far too musical 
and poetical ever to realize that am- 
bition. At six he took lessons of the 
town organist and soon began 
to 


play the pinno remarkably well. He 
was always a great reader and when 
he was sent to Heidelberg University 
at the age of sixteen he 
devoted 


more time to piano study than to 
•law. When it was seen that he was 
not destined to become a lawyer, he 
became the piano pupil of Wieck, a 
famous teacher, and finally married 
'his daughter, Clara Wieck, a most 
accomplished, pianist. 
Schumann 


suffered an accident to one of his 
lingers and so was compelled to give 
up playing and devote all his time 
to composition. He wrote delightful 
piano pieces for his talented wife, 
and she inspired the beautiful art- 
songs for which he is best known. 
Among his songs are the 'Two Gre- 
nadiers", "I'll Not Complain" and 
"Thou Art Like a Lovely Flower". 
This composer also wrote symphon- 
ies, overtures for 
orchestra 
and 


string quartets. "Traumerei" is 
a 


familiar violin and cello solo. After 
Schumann's death, his wife, Clara 
Schumann, played his compositions 
and made them well known through- 
out the musical world. 


TWO GRENADIERS 


Schumann is probably best known 


through his art songs, of which this 
is a noble example. In fact none of. 
his songs are more widely apprecia- 
ted than this fine patriotic number 
for bass or 'baritone, written in 1844 
The words are by the German poet 
Heine, and Schumann, himself 
a 


German, has here, curiously enough 
produced n song in which the pat- 
riotism of France is the 
dominant 


feature. The story is brought out in 
the conversation of the two sol- 
diers returning to France after their 
release from the prisons in Russia. 
This art song 
is "through-corn-' 


posed" there being a new melody for 
each stanza and each emotion. 


The song begins with the narra- 


tive of the.returning Grenadiers. The 
melody has a martial robust char- 
acter. As :they walk they become 
saddened at the thought that their 
Emperor has been dethroned, 
and 


the music becomes depressed in ac- 
cord with their emotion. They dis- 
cuss their families, and finaly plac- 
ing Emperor and love of 
country 


above all family ties, they 
pledge 


to fight to the death for France. 
Schumann 'has, in masterly fashion, 
introduced the "Marseillaise" into 
the song as a stirring climax and as 
added impression of the loyalty of 
the French soldier.
